Most of the nation's 480,000 hard 
and soft coal diggers in the United 
Mine Workers union are expected 
to be idle by tonight. Their new 
slogan is "no pensions no work." 


Soft coal miners began the work 
stoppage over the week-end. They 
were aroused by UMW President 
« ! * , ™ 
LGwis> order suspending 
the $100 a month pensions to aged 
miners and 
other 
benefit pay- 
ments. Lewis said the fund is run- 
ning low. It's all part of his fight 
tor a new contract. 


No orders were issued by UMW 


to stop work but miners in Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia failed 
to show up at many pits for the 
midnight shift.

The 1,500 members of the Inter- 


national Typographical union's Lo- 
cal 16 ratified by a vote of 1,287 
to 279 the terms

Wednesday by union and publish- 
er representatives after 135 nego- 
tiation meetings. 


When the printers struck on Nov 


24,1947, they demanded a $1450 
weekly pay boost. They were also 
required to surrender some other 
demands which the publishers and 
a federal court held to be in vio- 
lation of Taft-Hartley labor 
law 
provisions. 


The newspapers which 
contin- 


ued 
publication throughout the 
strike by means of a photo-engrav- 
ing process, said they expected to 
make the shift back to type - set 
production within 21 days 
They 


planned to start rehiring printers 
today. The papers are the Herald- 
American, Daily News, Sun-Times,

All strikers who report within 15 


days after notification will retain 
seniority, privileges.

lution for our difficulties — earn 
more dollars," Cripps declared.

valuation of foreign currencies. 


Still more countries may 
have 
to .follow the devaluation 
parade 


which began last night with 
Brit- 
ain's cut in 
the p o u n d 
from 


$4.03 to $2.80, a slash amounting 
to a surprise 30 1-2 per cent. 


The devaluation means the 
dol- 
lar-prices of goods produced 
in 
these countries could fall a maxi- 
mum of 30 1-2 per cent if the re- 
duction is caused solely 
by 
de 


valuation. But prices probably will 
not fall that war. Some may come 
down only a few cents. 


How long 
these 
lower 
prices 


may prevail is unpredictable. 


American businessmen in 
their 
first reaction agreed 
prices 
will 


be lower on foreign goods priced 
in devalued currencies and sold in 
America for dollars. 


No one knows yet, however, how 


far .prices will go down on Individ 
ual commodities or manufactured 
goods over the next few weeks or 
months. 


An important secondary 
effect 
is the impact of devaluation on the 
prices of goods produced in Amer- 
ica for sale abroad. 


_ Th;j announced purpose of Brit- 
ish devaluation is to lower prices 
on British goods sold in America. 
Britain, hopes to get more dollars

Morgan died in his sleep at his 


Beverly Hills mansion yesterday. 
He was 59. A doctor said death 
apparently resulted from a heart 
attack. His wife of 35 years, Alma, 
found him dead when she awoke 
at noon. 


"He just went to sleep and never 


woke up," said his business man- 
ager, Mrs. Marguerite Cherry. 


Funeral arrangements were in- 
complete. 


Morgan had spent Saturday eve 


ning at home, holding a quiet din- 
ner party with his son George, 32, 
his wife and two house guests, and 
went to bed about 11.

he had taken up swimming in ad- 
dition to his long-standing sport as 
a yachtsman. 


The jovial

actor 
had just finished a part in "Key to 
the City" at MGM, where he had 
been under contract since he came 
to Hollywood ia 1933 and was ready 
to play Buffalo Bill in "Annie Get 
Your Gun." 


Morgan was born in New York 
City in 1890, the son of wealthy im- 
porter 
George 
Wupperman. He 


worked as a toothbrush salesman 
cowboy, ship stoker and dishwash 
er and then went on the 
stage 


when he heard that his 
brother 
Ralph, now 81, had given up 'a 
law career to become an actor. He 
took his brother's stage name of 
Morgan.

Bradley May 
Handle Pact 
Organization 


Washington, Sept. ID — (/P) —Gen 


Omar N. Bradley, chairman of the 
American joint chiefs of staff, an- 
aears certain to become the key 
figure in the Atlantic pact military 
organization. 


The military organization, con- 


sisting of a scries of defense plan- 
ning committees, is to be created 
here Oct. 5. It is expected to come 
up with a set of unified defense 
plans for the whole Western Euro- 
pean-North 
American - A t lantic 


ocean area in about six months. 
Speed in laying out at least the 


general plans of a unified strategy 
is considered essential now by the 
state and 
defense 
departments. 
One reason is congress may mak? 
full-scale American arms aid 
to 
Europe at least partly dependent 
on the 
existence of such plans. 
That is one of the 
major 
new 


points in'the bill now before the. 
senate.

While the American member of 


the 12-nation military organization, 
has yet to be designated by the 
President, defense and diplomatic 
officials said there seemed to be 
no doubt that he would be Brad- 
ley. The 56-year -old general is 
noted tor getting along with peo- 
ple and getting things done. 


He is already regarded highly 
by Europeans as the leader of that 
school of military planners 
who 


contend Western Europe can and 
must be held against any aggres- 
sion by Russia. In public 
state- 
nents Bradley has declared it to 
be this government's policy that 
security, instead of abandonment 
and later liberation, is the key- 
stone for Western European mili- 
tary planning. 


To that end Bradley has urged 
congress to authorize and finance 
a program of American arms aid 
to Europe.
